Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites a process for acid extraction of hydrocarbons containing nitrogen 
contaminants using mineral acid, and separating the hydrocarbons from the nitrogen- 
rich hydrocarbon/acid stream, which is known in the art. However, having a membrane 
process to separate the nitrogen rich hydrocarbon/acid mixture using a membrane to 
obtain to permeate the acid from the mixture which is combined with the rest of the 
process steps in claim 1 is novel.
